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INSPECTION. 


In continuation of what was said in our Report for 1907 on 
the subject of Inspection we are to report the following additional 
negotiations with regard to the Board’s proposals. 

On the 9th April, 1908, the following Resolution was unani- 
mously adopted by the Board: — 

“ That in the opinion of the Board, the time has arrived 
when it is necessary for them to consider whether it is pos- 
sible for them, in the interests of true education, to continue 
the administration of the funds entrusted to them for the 
promotion of Intermediate Education in Ireland in the 
absence of a system of inspection, the establishment of which 
was provided for by the Legislature in the Amendment Act 
of 1900.” 

In reply to this Resolution the Board were requested to state 
whether, in their opinion, it would be desirable to obtain legisla- 
tion empowering the Commissioners to establish a system of 
inspection of Intermediate Schools, instead of the existing system 
of public examinations of students required by the Intermediate 
Education (Ireland) Act, 1878, and to distribute their funds on 
the results of such inspection. 

The following is the statement of the Board’s opinion in con- 
sequence: — 

“ A system of inspection is not only authorized, but directed 
to be established, by the Act of 1900 (63 & 64 Viet., cap. 43), and 
the rules made thereunder; and by these rules the Board are 
directed to distribute part of their funds on the results of such 
, inspection. Legislation, therefore, is not necessary for the pur- 
pose of establishing inspection ; and, consequently, the only effect 
of legislation would be to make all their funds distributable on 
results of inspection, by the substitution of it for the general 
examination. 

“It is the strong and unanimous opinion of the Board that, 
having regard to the opposition which legislation introduced for 
the purpose indicated would undoubtedly meet with, the interests 
of Intermediate Education would, at present, be best served by 
immediately bringing the Act of 1900 into operation, and estab- 
lishing the system of inspection which it authorizes. 
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“ The Board urge this course upon Your Excellency for two 
reasons : first, because, as shown in tlieir Reports to Parliament 
(copies of extracts from which are enclosed), the effect of ihe 
Act of 1900, and of the Rules made thereunder, is to cast on 
Your Excellency, the Treasury, and the Board a statutory duty 
to establish such a system of inspection ; but secondly, and prin- 
cipally, because of the number of evils incident to the present 
system of public examination of pupils, without inspection of 
schools — evils which the Board believe to be widespread, demora- 
lizing, and opposed to the interests of true education. 


“ These evils have been set forth in some detail in the Reports 
for 1906 and 1907. They can be alleviated to a substantial 
extent, though not wholly got rid of, by the immediate estab- 
lishment, under the powers conferred by the Act of 1900, of a 
well-devised system of Inspection ; and such a system, if ad- 
ministered with care, would, in the opinion of the Board, lead 
the public, and the heads of schools to a more just estimate than 
they now form of the extent to which the present system calls 
for alteration. The existence of these evils, and their injurious 
effects upon successive generations of students, are not denied. 

“ As the result of the practical working of the existing system, 
the Board have been led to the conclusion that the kind of 
examination and testing of students which was contemplated hi 
the Report upon which the Act of 1900 was founded, can be 
best obtained by means of inspection. The abolition of the 
general examination is a remedy requiring an Act of the Legis- 
lature, which the Board believe cannot now, under existing con- 
ditions, be obtained. While the difficulty as to legislation renders 
unattainable what is regarded as the best remedy, the partial, 
hut substantial course, of making part of the school grant depen- 
dent on the results of inspection is still unapplied. As regards 
the extent of this partial remedy, it must be remembered that, if 
inspection prove effective, the part of the school grant made depen- 
dent thereon may gradually be increased. 


“ The objection to the proposals of the Board as to inspection 
has been based upon expense. It was suggested that the Board 
should reduce their expenditure on the general examination by 
an amount equal to the cost of inspection which the Board 
estimate, roughly, at £5,000. This, until the recent change of 
investment of the Board’s funds, was impossible; but by that 
change, which was effected only during the last year, they in- 
creased their income by an annual sum of £3,398 17s. 6d. This 
sum the Board will be able to supplement by a further sum of at 
least £2,858, which they estimate will be saved by a new rule 
they propose to make, prohibiting a student from presenting him- 
self for examination in a grade in which he has already passed. 
These two sums make together £6,256, which would more than 
defray the annual expense of inspection as at present proposed ,- 
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and thus afford an answer to the only objection over made to the 
pioposals which the Board have for nearly six years persistently 
urged upon His Majesty’s advisers. 

“ To obtain the experience of the practical working of the 
system of inspection is a matter of great importance. If this 
system should prove as successful as the Board anticipate, and 
should gain the confidence of those who are interested in Inter- 
mediate education, it would facilitate the desired legislation. 

“ The suggested legislation, directing or authorizing inspec- 
tion to be substituted for examination, and providing that ! lie 
funds of the Board, or, at all events, so much of them as con- 
stitute the school grant, should be distributed on the results of 
that inspection, does not fully carry out the objects of the Inter- 
mediate Education Acts. Those Acts not only provide payments 
to managers of Intermediate schools — an object which would be 
attained by the suggested legislation — but also establish rewards, 
including exhibitions for distinguished students. The amounts 
of these exhibitions by the rules of the Board must be applied m 
payment of oither the past or future education of the successful 
student; and the continuance of a power to grant exhibitions is, 
in the view of the Board, of great importance at the present 
time, when the foundation of new Universities is contemplated, 
as it affords the only 7 mode by which highly talented students 
of the humbler classes can bridge over the interval between the 
primary school and the University ; and some mode of so co-ordi- 
nating the two great systems of instruction must exist in any 
well considered scheme of education. For this reason, even 
though a perfect system of school inspection were in operation, 
some examination for distinguished students would appear to be 
essential ; and whilst the greater part of the school grant should be 
distributed upon the results of that inspection, it would seem to be 
unreasonable that the success of a greater or less proportion of its 
distinguished students should be altogether left out of considera- 
tion in determining the efficiency of a school. While, therefore, 
the Board approve of the substitution in the future of the test 
of inspection for the general puss examination, they are of opinion 
that an honour, prize, and exhibition examination should be 
retained — not, however, for all students, but for those who, under 
a well-framed code of rules, would be shown to be reasonably 
fit to compete for honours and prizes. The expense of this 
examination would probably not approach to one-third— possibly 
not to one-fourth — of that of the present general examination. 
Were this proposal adopted, the school grant would be distributed 
upon the results of inspection and of this honour examination, a 
result which the Board would welcome, and the first step towards 
which is the adoption of the system to the extent authorized 
by the Act of 1900. Six years have already been lost, and 
irreparable injury has been thereby caused to thousands cf 
students.” 

On the 22nd September, 1908, the Board received a communi- 
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cation from the Under Secretary intimating^ that the Lords 
Commissioners of His Majesty’s Treasury sanctioned the appoint- 
ment of six Inspectors, subject to certain details as to salaries. 

After further correspondence with reference to the salaries 
and duties, the Board were empowered by an Order dated 26th 
March, 1909, to appoint six Inspectors on the following terms : — 

two at the initial salaries of £700 a year, rising by annual 
increments of £20 to £800 a year : 

two at the initial salaries of £500 a year, rising by annual 
increments of £20 to £700 a year : 

two at the initial salaries of £350 a year, rising by annual 
increments of £20 to £700 a year. 

Steps were at once taken to invite applications for these 
appointments from duly qualified persons.

The Burice Memorial Prizes. 

A sum of money, subscribed in memory of the late Thomas 
Henry Burke, Esq., Under Secretary to the Lord Lieutenant, was 
transferred by the Burke Memorial Committee, on 18th March, 
1884, to the Intermediate Education Board for Ireland, who 
undertook to administer the Fund in accordance with the follow- 
ing Rules — (the sum funded is £1,222 18s. lid. Consols) : — 

I. The annual income from the fund shall be applied in paying 
three Prizes, one of £16, one of £10, and a second of £10; any 
surplus or deficiency to be apportioned in the same ratio. If, in 
the opinion of the Commissioners, sufficient merit bo not shown 
by the Candidates competing to justify the award of any or either 
of the Prizes, the amount of such Prize may be, at the discretion 
of the Board, withheld and added to the principal. 

II. No student shall be qualified to receive these Prizes except 
the children of persons who are, or have been, in receipt of salary 
or pension in Ireland, paid out of money derived from Parlia- 
mentary Grants, Rates, or Taxes, other than members of the 
Naval or Military Services not being also in Civil employment. 

III. The Prizes shall be awarded as follows: — that of £16 to 
the B 03 ' whom, at the annual Examination in the Junior Grade 
among Male Candidates qualified in the manner expressed in the 
next preceding Rule, the Board shall adjudge to have obtained 
the highest aggregate of Honour marks in the subjects in which 
he presented himself for examination; One Prize of £10 to the 
Boy whom, in the same Grade at such Examination, the Board 
shall adjudge to have obtained the next highest aggregate of 
Honour marks in the subjects in which he presented himself for 
examination; and the other of £10 to the Girl whom, at such 
Examination in the same Grade, among Female Candidates in 
the manner aforesaid, the Board shall adjudge to have obtained 
the highest aggregate of Honour marks in the subjects in which 
she presented herself for examination. 

IV. The decision of the Board shall be final and decisive in 
determining whether the Candidates fulfil the conditions of the 
third Rule. 

V. The Board may deduct all expenses connected with the 
trust from the yearly income.
